The County Commissioners have a num- 


ber of men employed by the day at work 
upon repairs to Ibe wall about the county 
prison. It may interest the taxpayer to 
know thai the bill for this work will be 
pretty large, but the expense will be una- 
voidable if the wall is to be preserved. The 
present Board of Commissioners undertook 
the repairs after they were recommended 
by Grand Juries upon several occasions. 
They found the wall in a most deplorable 
condition, but the defects hidden by the 
pointing. 
In fact there are places where 


the mortar has disappeared entirely. This 
is shown by the fact that the cement now be- 
ing poured into the wall from the top iu the 
process of grouting, runs clear lo the bottom 
of the wull, and in many instances has lalceu 
an oblique course, coming through the point- 
ing ten or fifteen feet beyond the point at 
which it is poured into the crevices at the 
top. Atone place 61 buckets of the liquid 
concrete was used before the cement readied 
the (op. The wall is 1,112 feet square and 
about 25 feet high, BO llm statement may be 
accepted that the repairs will cost consid- 
erable, as an immense amount of cement will 
be required. 
At one 
place the wall is 


cracked from top to bottom and will need to 
be rebuilt. Even the stones used aie rolten 
at many places. In one stone the sparrows 
have actually burrowed out a nesting place 
eight mohea deep and about four inches in 
circumference. 
The old mortar crumbles at 


the touch, and wilh a stout jucknife a pris- 
oner could soon work his'way through the 
wall at several different points. The jail 
was built at a oost of about $97,000 by a 
Democratic Board of Cuminissiouers, and the 
work was d(ue by Henry D. Livezey, of 
Doylestown, now deceased, and James Flack, 
the pieseui clerk of Town Council. 
The 


condition of the wall was such that the 
present Commissioners were unable to find a 
man willing to bid ou the work, as it was 
impossible to tell what labor and material 
would be required. 
Bucks county has long 


boasled of having ihe finest jail in the Slate, 
mid it was fair to look upon, but Ihe present 
work has disclosed ihe fact thst the pointing 
of the wall covered a very inferior job. 


The Doylestown public schools will open 


oi» Monday next. The directors have el acted 
a fine corps of teachers, most of them in- 
structors who have taught here for years, 
and there is every prospect for a successful 
term.

midnight our watch began, and after the 
two others who had remained with the 
body till that hour had gone away we 
took up our position at the foot of the 
bed. The face of the dead man was un- 
changed. 
It smiled. The wrinkle which 


we knew so well was firmly marked, and 
the countenance looked altogether so nat- 
ural that It would not have surprised us 
If our dead friend had opened his eyes 
and laughed at us. 
Yet tbe memory "of 


his profound thonghts weighed upon us, 
and we felt ourselves surrounded by the 
atmosphere ot his genius. The body of 
such a man may be stilled by death, but 
the man himself icmnlns, and not with- 
out fear can one remain in bis presence. 
We spoke about him softly; we recalled 
those wonderful maxims ot his which 
threw such a clear light on many of the 
dark problems of life.

look around. Nothing stirred, and I ap- 
proached tbe bed. 
The nest moment, 


however, a great terror seined me, for I 
saw that Schopenhauer was no longer 
smiling. His face, on the contrary,.pre- 
sented a horrible appearance, for bis lips 
were tightly pleased together, and ill his 
cheeks there were two great hollows. 1 
stammered, 'lie is not dead,' and I stood 
staring at him as though bereft of my 
senses. 


"Thereupon my companion took the 


other candle and stooped down, and in 
a moment or two he touched my arm, 
but did not utter a word. I looked where 
he pointed, and I saw on the ground be- 
side the sofa 
iiomethlag white that 


gleamed strangely on tbe dark carpet, and 
I saw at once what it was.

Aa the body 
had decayed the fastening that held the 
teeth iu position had gradually become so 
loose that they dropped fiom the mouth 
and rolled from the bed on to the floor."

No Waate In the Ox. 


It is remarkable to what an extent the 


ox, when slaughtered, Is utilized. Not so 
very long ago fully 40 per cent of the 
carcass was wnstrd. It may be said that 
today nothing is wasted; everything, from 
the horns to the tail. Is turned into mon- 
ey. The blood is used iu the refining of 
sugar, or is hardened aud employed in 
the manufacture of doorknobs and han- 
dles; the skin goes to the tanner; the 
horns and hoofs are turned into combs 
and buttons, the shin bones into backs of 
clethesbrusbes. 
The bones of the fore 


feet are worth $25 a ton, being made 
Into collar buttons, umbrella handles and 
various novelties, after the marrow has 
been boiled oul of them. 
The small 


bones are burned instead of coal. 
From 


each foot a considerable quantity of oil 
is extracted; the tail is made into soup. 
The hair goes to the mattress maker and 
upholstoier; the fat to oleo makers; the 
intestines are uiieil as sausage wrappers 
or are sold to goldbeaters. Even the un- 
digested stuff In the stomach is turned 
to account, being made into paper. 
If 


anything Is left owr, it is turned Into 
glue or Is put on laud as a fertilizer.— 
New York World.

The misappropriation by a certain so- 


licitor of the trust money of his clients 
was brought to light in a most extraor- 
dinary manner. The man had very clev- 
erly stolen thousands of pounds, and only 
at his death would the fact have become 
known. He entertained very extensively 
and was usually n light hearted host. 
One evening, however, he had a strange 
depression of spirits. He told his wife 
he must go to his room or he should be 
compelled to say something that would 
ruin him. He departed, and bis wife, was 
doing her best to make up for his ab- 
sence when, pale and shaking, the unfor- 
tunate man stalked Into the room. 


Addressing bis wondering guests, he 


said: "I can keep it to myself no longer. 
This house, my hordes and carriages, the 
wine you have been drinking, everything 
has been bought with money that 1 have 
stolen from those who put their trust in 
me." His conscience bad blurted out tbe 
fatal truth, and he was a rained man.—
